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SUBJECTS Review and Analysis of Foreign DateHlgenco Activities 
an Proposed by the Bureau of the Budget - !lsy 6, i960. 


The captioned subject was scheduled for consideration by the 
Board at its meeting of May 6. Based on a recommendation made to the 
Chairman of the Board by the Director of the Budget Bureau* the following 
individuals were invited to attend the Board meeting for the discussion 
of this item The Secretary of Defense* the Director of Central Intel- 
ligence, tfco special Assistant to the President for National Security 
Affairs, tho Director of the Budget* and tbo Deputy Director of the 
Budget* Board personnel who participated In the discussions of this 
item with the aforementioned invitees Included the following* General 
John S. Hull, Mr, Hobart A. Lovett, Mr, Colgate U. Darden, Admiral 
Richard L, Conolly, Dr. WUliare 0* Baker* Mr. Fdward L. Ryerson, and 
Mr. J. Patrick Coyne. 

General Hull opened the discussion by auaaarisiag the results 
of conversations Tdiieh he and the writer had with Mr, Stans and other 
representatives of the Budget Bureau in December* 1559* He then auisEiariaeu. 
the position which he took in his memorandum of March L, I960 after draft 
terms of reference war© circulated by the Budget Bureau. 


General Hull stated it was his current understanding, based on 
talks held Kith Mr, Stasis a week ago* that the Budget Bureau bad sub- 
stantially modified its thinking as regards the type of study of foreign 
intelligence which it wished to see undertaken. He then invited Mr. Stans 
to outline bis propose! aa modified in order that the Board aaabera right 
provide Mr, Star® with the benefit of their views on the proposal. Before 
doing so, however, he thought it appropriate to remind all present of the 
nature of the Board t 3 assignment. General Hull than suuaarizei Buctione 2 
and 3 of Gxocutiv® Order 106£6, as well as the “Agreed Uhdartakiny* Paper 
which was prepared by the Board on April 6* 1956 and which was approved 
on behalf of the President on that date by Governor Adana. 


Hr, litans advised that the Budget Bureau has two-fold responsi- 
bilities in the area under discussion j one relates to tho coats of our 
intelligence operations* the other to the organisation and management of 
the foreign intelligence effort. He stated appi*o:fL ntaly a year ago he 
prepared a list of some twenty-five major prebien areas which he deemed 
to be worthy of special scrutiny by the Budget Bureau, He said this list 
included foreign intelligence generally* as well as the eosimmieatiens 
systems of the Departoaeut of Defease. He indicated that following the 
preparation of hia list, he bad mentioned to the President that te thought 
it appropriate that these problem areas be made the subject of studies 
by the Budget Bureau. 
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1**, Stan® indicated the Budgat Bureau It not sure as to Jest what 
the ©oat ©f oar foreign intelligence effort la. He thought the Budget Bureau 
ought to know hew Mash the effort costs. Uft addition he stated i» we® act 
sure as to how well the foreign intelligence effort is Managed sad adolsistered, 
and he felt he should he knowledgeable on this score as well. 

Stans stated the Budget Bureau has in afad a state w h i c h 
is such broader sad deeper than that which cocOd be aocsaplished by « qy 
partetisss lay group such as tee President* s Board of Con sult a n ts on 
Foreign iatelligimo© Activities. He added, however, it was net his intention 
test the proposed study encroach in any way upon the activities of the 
President's Bosrdf rather, be hoped tee proposed study would in eons wanner 
coa pleaent or supplement teat the Board is doing. He said the breed purpose 
of the Budget Bureau is to hare sow® cm mks the study, not necessarily 
the Bureau of tee Budget, although he did fuel ten Bureau, should be a 
participant in the undertaking. 

rne t Stans steted that at tee oustset of his consideration of tMs 
.-natter be suggested to tea President that tho office of Nr, Cordon Cray 
should be brought late tee study. After subsequent di s c u ss i on s with tec 
President, ho talked with the Secretary of Defense who shared so®e of 
Budget** eemam is this area, end who ha® stem fcmOated his mm ideas 
a® to what should be dam with r es pect to studying those aspect® of tee 
foreign intelligence effort cowing within the psrviow of tee Pepertaent 
of Defense. Bo mast talked to the Btewtor of Central Intelligence about 
the subject because, in Ms Jedgnsot, way study of the foreign Intelligence 
effort confined to the Bepsrtaent of Defense mtsm would not suffice. 

33n emmery, ikr. Stans stated the objective of tbs Budget Bureau 
is to mate an analysis in depth sad detail of the function of intelligence 
and. of its costs. 

Secretary Oates stated that, at tho tte» Defense wade its last 
budget review, Ms office concluded it should look at tbs enoraoualy largo 
foreign tntelllQenco effort of the Department of Defense* By way of 
illustrating the Mae of this effort, tho tecaretarv cited a raaasrch 

activity tetch would iavolwe the expenditupB off] | for one piece 25X1 

of eqMpmnt which tee Strategic Air Cosmod is endeavoring to obtain. 

Secretary {hates said as we wove into tee area of satellite rmonnaiasaaps 
intelligence and we consider the very large road-out effort teat would be 
involved, w© realize that this effort, along with all other intelligence 
efforts in Defense, is am of considerable sagnltude. lie stated as he sees 
tee setter there are terse problems. Qm involves nanogeawnt and iaoney 
problems. Hie second involves Military JWjMreraerxts and their validity. 

The third involves tee over-all effectiveness of the foreign intelligence 
effort in the Bepnrtecnt of Defense. 

Secretary uetes said he hoi a question 1st his w&M as to who 
should head up such a stedfer. Be said he could get something uni o rway on 
this in the Depaortesnt of Defense, under the aegis of a retired officer 
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of stature. but he wcaetered few the larger problem would be handled since 
there wild bo m crorlap with the 014* state, and other agencies. In 
view of this overlap he thought the study could be art up wader the spcBaor* 
ship of the ftrostd 80 i*g Board on Foreign iateXHgenoe or under the Director 
of Central lateHtgeraee* 

jeoretary Gate* expressed the o pi ni on teat there is a great 
amount of undesirable duplication and coalition in tee defease agendas 
concerned with the foreign intelligence effort* Accordingly, he said 
his office fuels tea ased for sons fctnd of stas^r ef the proMea. He stated 
such a study could be set up In Defease but, before doing so, he wodM 
like to here tte Board** view as to tears it a&ould bsst be established* 


the Director of Central Intelligent, adverting to the suggestion 
by Secretary Gates test such a study could be set up under the auspices 
of the Director of Central Intelligence w of tee Board, expressed the 
feeling that under the law hie coordinating authority is somewhat eireuts- 
scribed. As a consequence he said he has eniesawod to operate as the 
Director of Central Intelligence on a "general consent" basis through tee 
DBXB and under appropriate SSCIDs. Be indicated where a Major issue has 
arisen, to las ease to tee KSC fear resolution as tee law provides. 

Mr, Dulles stated that in MSB the community has been studying 
the question of costs of the foreign intelligence effort. He ooswaeated , 
that am of tee prctol«as encountered in tmh a study is to define teat 
activities fall within tee definition of intelligence, end teat acti vities 
fan outside of that definition. By way of eaampl# he indicated the I 
system and tee Early Warning lines are not defined as falling within the 
area of foreign intelligence.

?2r, Gray said the President hi® a ccortlntiing interest in the 
subject, and that, ho bad aetod Admiral Radferd as Gtelrraaef the J^irt .CM^e, 
and later General Twining in the sera capacity, if It la not feasible to EOVG 
toward a slagle, centralised intelligence arrangerant at the Wa^ington 
level of the Defense Department, as distinguished from tie field level*. 

He said the President has encouraged the last two Chief* of the XS to loox 

into the problem but that nothing much has been dene. Hr. tbvsr 

that the President has encouraged an exaiiinB&ims of the problem, but ne Ms 

not directed it thus far. He said the President sight include aosm caarant 

on this subject in the "legacy of thought* which he piano to leave for his 

successor. 


a*, dray Oppressed the opinion that tiro President would act agree 
that the study should include an evaluation of inte llige nce unless such 
ev alu ation is mdc under the auspices of hi® Board an Foreign Intelligence. 

Sacrotary Gates said he would rat want to leave the impression tiMfe 
nothing has been done cm this problem ia Defense* IS® then referred to 8 IE 
and other studies that haw* been made on various exacts of the problem 
within the Depsrtrant of Defense. He said Ms office has the par*lesi of 
Defense* a foreign intelligence effort very m ch in Bind. 

General Hull stated he did not wish to create the impression that 
the Board does not appreciate that there wee problcM* of organisation, 
aanagenent and costs inherent in the foreign, intelligence effort. 3e raid, 
however, that the®© problems were quite complex* T’other than tabs the very 
broad approach to the problem that had bran, mentioned, be felt a better 
approach would be to look at the ratter ty ssflmea&s* He noted that rany studies 
are going on at the present time in ft nuwber of these segmented areas. 
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He espraased tte view tl m* tee resolution of sas^f sf the ggjgtia g prob lems 

to a cusssidecrsblUs degree on the organisation of Uw aepaeisia 

of the foreign Intolltsetwe effort. 

{•jemrel Boll staled the Board Is not la a position to work on 
this setter on a fiaH-time basis. He felt, however, the Board could be helpful 
both in tbs IMiiailon of the study and as the study progresses, from, time 
to time he thought the Board eould sake suggestions that would be helpful. 

l&, Lovett commented that, in considering this subject. It is 
necessary to recognise that it involves an thwst limitless area ot ccacsrn* 

He said the President *3 Board ms set up to review the performance of the 
respective foreign intelligence functions of tbs various msbor agencies 
of the intelligence comnmity. it was also »st up to forestall action W 
the Congress to create a mteh-dog coEsatbtee, 

IS*. Lovett he has bad an opportunity to keep abreast of the 
foreign Intelligence effort more or less continuously ainee be served as 
Chairman of the eeasatttee which established the national Intelligence Authority 
at the end of m rid liar n. Based thereon it ms Ms cenelasten that the 
intelligenoe conaxnity has made more progress in the last two or three years 
than in all of the psdor period of which he has kacs&sdge, 

Mr, Lovett stated there was no nation but that the intelligence 
coEBstmity suffers fron a horrible degree of overlap and duplication, and he 
cited tbs PS/SAC photographic intelligence interj^otatlon effort sparely by 
way of mmspljs. 

Hr, Lovett mid as long as the Military organisation is organised 
on its present basis, m will eo«tim» to 03qperi©t»e terrible overlap. 

Addressing Massif to Mr. Stans, Hr, Lovett stated ia his opinion 
the Budget Bureau will gat precisely no results if it approaches the subject 
ia terms of a mrwiga^^^J^ineering study, He suggested that no meaningful 
results oouM be tetetaed in terms of reducing unmeosaory duplication and 
overlap until a decision is taken to arbitrarily out the foreign intelligence 
off curt by 2D&, 2JJ5«, or x$, 

KSr, Lovett expressed the view that If the study ia to be undertaken 
at all. It should proceed under the auspicee of the Director of Central 
lateUigsao©, using either am or both of fete hate, if necessary. 3e did 
not believe a represeatetim of the Board should participate in the study 
on a full-tier basis, although the Board should keep In touch with teVBl<pasnts 
as they occur. 

Lovett ms of the vtev that the problem ia question is rrach 
broader than the foreign intelligence feusinesej the problem is on* of the 
Govemeent itself and of the organisation of tee Defense Dspartaaat, He 
stated the orpuslsstioit of aovernwont permits duplication to run riot ia 
this a ad other areas. 
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Hr. Lovett utated If the study is to be mAe - and he wished to 
express no opinion on tiasfc scor* - there is ft vehicle readily at hand t*ich 
ia capable of promptly m& effectively acco^HsMog that study* This 
vehicle is «®fcodieci in the Director of Central Intelligence, 

ih*« Lovett aided if the study is to be undertaken* only the ms t 
competent pecraonnel should be utilised in aoccsapliahing it. On this score 
he thought of two people she vedd be ea^jeterst to bead such a survey, 
and he added sm of these ms currently in the CIA, namely, Hr. Kirkpatrick, 
CIA*s Inspector General. 

Sir, Lovett stated when you get Into the study you sill find that 
the subject ha® no harlsoas and no aalmth, Be said on the natter of dupli- 
cation it is necessary In an activity of this sort to absorb a certain amount 
of duplication, but this does not mean it is necessary to continually create 
snore jobs for store people, as near seems to be the case. 

Hr, Bt&ns stated he agreed with Ur. Lovett and In hie assertion 
that the problem is one of the organisation of the Oeveroaent itself, and 
particularly of the organisation of the Defense Department. 

Hr, Stan® said he did not know whether such a study would result 
in the saving of dollars. Be stated conceivably it could result in the 
expenditure of additional dollars, but at least, after this study was node 
we would have setae knowledge as to what the true cost of the present effort 
Is* Be opined it would be anfortunate if costs wore considered to be 
sacrosanct. He thought those in attendance owed it to the President to 
determine what present costs actually are. 

Ur. Lovett noted, aa regards the last point mad© by Hr, dtans, 
that the directive of the President »® Board of Consultants c o v ers the natter 
of cost® of the foreign intelligence effort. 

Hr. Lovett stated that, whan and if this study is completed, 
it will undoubtedly disclose worn areas where betteraaeasts can bo made. 
However, from the cost point of view, which concerns Hr. aims so sash, 
he felt the Prsaddest could achieve greater results and saich quieter results 
by directing m mm ss-the-board percentage cut of 20$, 25$, 30$ ear x$. 

Hr* litsurus agreed that this warn probably a correct statemot, 
but in any event he felt we should be la a position to tell the President 
what the cost of the present effort is. 

Secretary Oetos stated the problem of the cost of the Service 
Attache® Is repeatedly raised in the Congress oven though from a dollar 
standpoint it represents a relatively small figure as compared with the coat 
of the rest of the intelligence effort. Ho thin cited an example of sew 
of the problems encountered ia this area. Be referred to a recent request 
made by an ArJaweador far a plans and aa additional Air Force Attache. 

This iwsediately brought a request on the part of the other two services 
to assign attaches to the sane location. 

'kicrotery Oates stated he agreed with Hr. Lovett that if the top 
organisations in novomaent and particularly in the Defense Department are 
not correct, we will continue to be in a ness. Accordingly, in the interest

Dalles or 
by a joint CIA-Defense team. Regardless of *d*o beads the study, however. 

Hr* Stans emphasised his view that the study group should include a representa- 
tive from the Budget Bureau, a representative from the President *s Foreign 
Intelligence Board, end possibly others. 

Hr. Steal asked the Board whether it believed such a study would 
be helpful, and General Ball replied that in Ms view a study would be 
helpful to the President, to the Board, and to the responsible officials 
concerned, provided it is appropriately organised and conducted. 

Hr. Lovett noted is a Banker of arms there is a very substantial 
body of knowledge that has sever been codified. He referred by way of e xa m p l e 
to studies made by the Baker group, the Killian group, CIA** Inspector General, 
and by the staff of the President** Board. 

AcMrel Cofiolly expressed the view that the entire area under 
discussion is on® t&icb properly should be assigned to the Director of 
Central Intelligence since it is inherent in Ms assigned responsibilities . 

General Bull concurred in Admiral CcetoHy*e statement, stating 
the view that the wetter fells within the jurisdiction of the Director of 
Central Intelligence, as distinguished from Ms function as head of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

At this point the Director of Central Intelligenoe read applicable 
sections of CIft»s organic act which states* "For the purpose of coordinating 
the intelligence activitiee of the aeveral Goveraacot departaento and agencies 
in the interest of national security, it shall bo the duty of the Agency, 
under the direction of the National Security Council to advise the national 
Security Council in such intelligence activities ... to make reccssnendatlofir 
to the National Security Council for the coordination of each Intelligence 
activities ... to correlate and evaluate intelligence relating to the 
national security • • • provided that the departments and other agencies of 
the Government shall continue to collect, evaluate, correlate, and Msirasinate 
departmental intelligence . , ." 


Hr. Dulles noted that, whether or sot it is attributable to poor 
draftasanship, the Act assigns the aforementioned duty to CXA rather than 
to the Director of Central Intelligence. Gw this last quoted point, Hr, DuHes 
noted that the reference to "departmental intelligence* causes ooosiderafele 
difficulty since its xamnetnc is obscure to say the least. 


ia?, Lovett agreed fully with the last ccasaent by the Director of 
Central Intelligence, noting that this particular language encourages the vested 
lntereat£of the three aUttiry services and, as a result, it adds to the 
problem of unnecessary duplication of effort in the foreign intelligence field. 
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I'lr, Htans suggested in the light of the discussion that a t 
group be created to be headed by CIA and to include representatives of 
Defease. HHC, the Bureau of the Budget, and of the President* a Board, 
if the Board so wishes. He thought at some point it night be appropriate 
to also include State rofpreoentaticm. 

Geese© tsary Oates agreed with this suggestion. and Hr. Cordon Orey 
indicated it wold be appropriate that the suggestion be mentioned t© the 
President in tanas of obtaining the latter *3 approval therefor. 

secretary Gates suggested that the fast that such a study was 
being wide should be kept quiet, and Mr. Kyaraon agreed with esqpbasls thet 
no public reference shoifld be node to it. 

*.jr* Dullee suggested this should be a continuing study. 

Gwamor Darden expressed the view thet the President would be 
brought under great fir© if this natter was act correctly handled, and 
particularly if extreme cuts were arbitrarily wad© at this tine. He thou ght 
under the proposed arrangement the Board would be able to assist the President 
based on its stadias as well as the study under discussion so that he could 
direct cuts where tli»ly and appropriate. 

Governor Darden stated one thing that troubled Mm at tines was 
the integrity sa d accuracy of sorts of the intelligence satinetes* Be r ef e r rec, 
by way of axas^le, to estimates which were made during U’orld War IX as to 
the else of Hitisr*s submarine fleet. He said i&en the shouting was all over 
it was doteraiaad Hitler did not have Z>% of the submarine force c which our 
intelligence attributed to him. Be wondered, accordingly, and again oily 
by way of example, if oar present wtlartti of the soviet s a b n a r ino fleet 
are accurate. 

Gocretary Gates responded that our present estiaetes are very 
accurate and are based upon good hard Intelligence. Be added, however, 
that there was no question but that the Services tend to use estimates to 
farther their budgetary interests. 

Governor Darden concluded the discussion on this natter by stating 
that Ms only point was to neks sure tbs estimates which ere uute in all 
of these critical areas sure Just as accurate as possible. 

Hr. Lovett stated that virtually Oil of the twenty-eight major 
recommendatiaas which have been wade by the Board to date have been treated 
with promptness by the President, and have been afforded studied attention 
by the agencies concerned. He said away of these reeorawsndations still have 
current application since they relate to the continuing problems of duplication 
and overlap. Ss thoa^it the Board should continue on independently with its 
established courses of action] that someone on behalf of the Beard should keep 
abreast of this now studf group *e terms of reference and should, from bias to 
time, look in on its procedures and activities, but that it would be in- 
appropriate for the Board to accept formal wabersMp on the study group. 
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Hr* stsae stated at this point that he wished to Invite the Board 
to participate to totx? extent It wished frora tb© preparation of tie plan far 
initiating the study ttanaugb the completion of tbs report on the study* 

He invited representative® of the Board to look in on the meetints of the 
siutiy group at any point it wished, and he assured the Board that any 
reports resaltiag from the study would be available for Board scrutiny* 

Goiwnor rardun expressed the view that It would be a frightful 
imposition on the Director of Central ItateXligenoe to ask M» to personally 
head the study* To this Hr* Dulles stated be would here to delegate this 
task to aunt appropriate officer in bis organisation* Hr* Dulles added he- 
ms not seeking this assignment for hiaaelf or for m in the organisation, 
but if the decision to go ahead with the study ms aide, bo would of course 
support it. 

Cksnea*©! Bull stated his sgreauent that it would be necessary for 
nr* Bullae to delegate this assignment to an officer on his staff* He agreed 
with Hr, Lovett*** suggestion regarding Hr* Hrkpatriek, and be added that 
he did not know a near© competent, objective, courageous or experienced 
officer who sight be designated to h eed such a stu^ group* 

Hr* Dulles indicated Hr, Kirkpatrick Imd left the city only yester- 
day for a six weeks* review of CXI activities overseas* To tide Kr. stasis 
inquired whether it would be necessary to wait fbr Hr. Kirkpatrick's return 
before initiating the study* He inquired if msmom could not act for :-&•* 
Kirkpatrick in the interim, and Mr. Dulles replied in the affirmative. 

General Hull stated he know tbs Boss'd wished to be helpful in this 
miter, but be did not think any representative of the Board should sit in 
as a formal mssgser of the study group, 

Hr, Stans suggested that, when It is prepared, the Board nay wish 
to review the plan of action or terms of reference which are prepared as & 
guide to the study group. General Ball replied by all anus the Board would 
wish to see m eh a plan* it this point Mr. Grey suggested that when the 
Board receives such a plan, it would not be necessary to submit formal ecra- 
meats thereon, rather the Board night convey its consents informally. 

Hr. Lovett referred to the very considerable background and body 
of experience which the Board has accunulated, particularly in tl» staff of 
the Board, and he thought tbs mm could be utilised to advantage) in this 
study, although neither Board members or staff personnel should accept formal 
membership on the study group. 

Hr* Stans assured the Board this study group would wish to cooperate 
fully with the Board and in turn, on behalf of the study group, he entered 
a plea fee* support of the study group by tbs president »s Foreign Intelligence 
Board, 
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Hr. Dulles stated be believed the wmeem of the study group would 
depend in soft® measure on the selection toy Secretary Cates of an able, 
senior military official to represent the Oapavtaanfe of Defense. Secretary 
Oates replied, ho has such a man in mind. 

Hr. Gray stated he would name Mr* Jataea S, Lay, Jr., to represent 
hi® on the /'roup. sap. "tans then designated itr. Robert Maty as the Bureau 
of the Budget, representative, sad Mr. Dulles designated Mr. Kirkpatrick ss 
his representative, ft.
